On the 
24th May, 1983, information was received that a few ex¬ 
tra mi st^ were hiding in a house on a hillock at Lungthang 
Basti of Dhanlekhu area. The two sections CRPF under the 
command of 'Head Constable Raghubir Singh were detailed to 
report a' Police Station Ornpi. Shri P. V. Eappan, Head 
Constable, was in charge of one section and Constable Raghu^ 
path Prasad was member of the same section. After analys¬ 
ing the information, the party left Ompi alongwith one Assis¬ 
tant Sub-Inspector of Icoal police for Kaipengpara (Dhanlekha 
area). 

Hoad Constable Raghubir Singh divided the party into two 
gioLips and led the first group nimselT. He asked the other 
group under Head Constable P. V. Eappan to follow them 
at a distUEice of 51) yards. When the leading party under 
Head Constable Raghubir Singh was about 50 yards short 
of ilie indicated house, they were sudcnly fired upon by 
1 he e\ Ire mists from the house. He asked his men to take 
position and ordered the other section to open fire. He him¬ 
self startfd crawling towards the extremists to encircle them. 
In the meantime the extremists, Tour to. five in numbers were 
seen fleeing. He ordered the other section to follow them. 
Head Constable Raghubir Singh with his section made final 
assault on the house but the extremists had already left the 
house. Head Constable P, V. Eappan with his party chased 
the extremists and continued to advance through the paddy 
fields. One extremist, who was hiding in the nullah, fired 
at Constable O. $, Nair. The Constable, however, escaped 
unhurt. When the extremist was further aiming at the 
aforesaid constable, Head Constable Eappan quickly shot 
him down. This Section spotted another extremist in the 
paddy field taking position with his gun. Constable Raghu- 
nath Prasad, unmindful of his personal safety, ran 
towards the extremist with lightening speed and grappled with 
Jiini. Constable Sher Singh and Head Constable Eappan 
rushed to help Constable Rnghunath Prasad and hit the cx- 
tiemist down. The remaining extremists fled away. In this 
encounter one extremist was killed and one was apprehended.

Some of the Korean suppoitcrs, 
wlio were armed with sticks, iron flag rods, tripods of Carac- 
las, etc., started beating the Referee mercilessly. He receiv¬ 
ed out injuries and bruises all over his body and started bleed¬ 
ing profusely. The Police on duly rushed to the rescue of 
the Referee but they were out-numbered. At this juncture 
Shri H. S, fioriiya and Shi‘i A. R. Paul who were on duly 
jumped out from the seating arena to the playing ground for 
icscLiing the Referee. Shii Paul covered the Referee with his 
body and Shri Goravn made use of Judo Kaiate skill to 
keep the mob at bay. Both the olficers took lathi blows on 
their bodies to save the Referee, Shri Goraya finding the 
situation beyond control took out his Q mrn pistol to' disperse!

ITie gang was planning to murder 
tile entire family of the infoMuei’s who had helped in the 
liquidation of dacoit Genda, the real brother of Ncksa. 

Shri Vikram Singh proceeded to the area with the available 
police force and spread out the force in the North-West of 
the grove. The Eastern side was left unguarded to allow the 
gang to pu^cced Uv Daudgaiij where an ambush wns laid for 
them. The gang noticed the movement of the police force 
and flashed torches The SSP challenged them to surrender 
bui they started firing in the direction of police party. Shri 
Vikram Singh rushed towards rhe eastern side or the pond 
where ho saw two persons, one of them was reloading his 
gun. Shri Vikram Singh leaped forward and picked the 
gun out of the hands of the dacoit. Wliilc he was grappling 
with the other dacoit, the (irsl dacoit Hung on him with a 
knife. Shii \'ikrLim Singh coughl hold of his hand and 
kicked into (he gi'oin of the dacoit and freed himself.
